license approved despite scorn

An injection well 4,500 feet 
below the ground that many resi¬ 
dents, officials and environmen¬ 
talists have dreaded for close to 15 
years is now a reality in Romulus. 

Romulus officials and resi¬ 
dents alike expressed anger and 
disappointment that the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ) granted a permit 
to allow Birmingham, Mi-based 
Environmental Disposal Systems 
(EDS) to operate one of the first 
deep injection wells on Citrin 
Road, near Interstate 94 and 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 

The MDEQ decision effectively 
ends a long legal dispute between 
city officials, EDS and environ¬ 
mental groups opposed to the 


plan, but doesn’t do a thing to calm 
residents concerned about poten¬ 
tial leaks of hazardous waste, said 
Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 

“Thousands of Romulus citi¬ 
zens, citizens from neighboring 
communities like Taylor and 
experts from all over Southeast 
Michigan have been opposing this 
well for 14 years,” he said. 

“The citizens of Romulus have 
spent a great deal of time and 
money in the legal battle against 
this welL We are very disappoint¬ 
ed to hear this news and wish that 
the MDEQ had chosen instead to 
stop this well in its tracks,” 
Lambert added 

Located on a 15-acre parcel of 
land near Inkster Road and 
Interstate 94, the well will treat up 
to 400,000 gallons of liquid waste 
per day, said Austin Marshall, the 


vice president of EDS. The facility 
is also licensed to store 11,000 gal¬ 
lons of waste from containers, 
93,000 gallons in tanker vehicles 
and another 237,000 in tanks, he 
said. 

Treatment of the waste at the 
Citrin Road facility will take place 
at an above-ground facility, and 
once it’s treated, it will be injected 
underground into rock, as it is at 
the EDS Chesterfield Township 
facility. 

The waste will come from the 
United States and eventually 
Canada in trucks, Marshall said 

Marshall said deep well tech¬ 
nology is the safest way to dispose 
of unwanted toxic chemicals, and 
that the facility can be an asset to 
the City of Romulus and surround¬ 
ing municipalities.

Bird sculpture ruffles a few feathers

A 2-year-old plan to place a 
one-of-a-kind sculpture of 17 
geese at the intersection of 
Merriman and Smith roads is 
drawing quite a bit of attention, 
not only to the artistic concept, 
but to the financing. 

The sculpture, which will be 
added to the area where the 
hotel and entertainment district 
will be located, was commis¬ 
sioned by the city Tax Increment 


Financing Authority (TIFA) to 
beautify the area 

But the price tag — $100,000, 
half of which would be provided 
by tax dollars - has some people 
wondering whether tax money 
should fund public art in the city 
of16,000 residents. 

The current plan for the 
sculpture - which is being 
designed by Milford metal artist 
Heiner Herding - calls for sever¬ 
al bronze birds. About half of the 
cost of building the structure is 
being financed by grants and 


donations, the other half is slat¬ 
ed to come from the TIFA fund, 
said Mayor Alan Lambert 

“It’s just something we’re 
looking at right now, nothing’s 
been written in stone,” said 
Lambert. “I think it would be 
great to have something over 
there that it beautiful - we just 
put up a ‘Welcome to Romulus’ 
sign that looks great over there. 
We’re doing so much over there 
to improve things, I think this is

eral years ago, we decided a better 
way to handle this was to go to res¬ 
idents and offer some things to 
them,” he said. “So, we’re doing a 
scholarship program and some 
other things that is part of our 
application and agreement with 
the MDEQ.” 

But Councilman William 
Wadsworth, who voted against 
looking at the proposal for a well 
in 1990, said the well would wreak 
havoc on the health and safely of 
residents, and hurt property val¬ 
ues. 

“I think the biggest concern is 
about health,” he said. “I’m most 
worried about a spill or something 
like that The bottom line is that 
we just don’t know how this will 
affect the lives of the people who

The prospect an injection 
well in Romulus has been an 
ominous force in the city for 15 
years, and the subject of a long, 
drawn-out legal battle. 

The city might have been able 
to prevent the deep well from 
coming to the city in 1990, when 
Environmental Disposal 
Systems (EDS) initially peti¬ 
tioned the city council to open a 
facility on Warman Road. 

A 4-3 vote of sitting council 
members in favor of exploring 
the idea of a well in the city 
opened the doors for the current 
situation, which has left resi¬ 
dents and officials angry and 
exhausted after the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ) granted EDS a 
license to treat and store haz¬ 
ardous waste at a facility on 
Interstate 94 

“I’m very disappointed about 
this and I voted against it in 
1990, and I still think it’s a bad 
thing today,” said Councilman 
William Wadsworth. “I’m disap¬ 
pointed in Gov. (Jennifer) 
Granholm, and her flunkie at 
the MDEQ.” 

But Austin Marshall, the vice 
president of EDS, said the com¬ 
pany enjoyed the support of 
council members and Beverly 
MacAnally, who was the mayor 
at time, in the early days of the

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Blood drives scheduled throughout area

The nearly bare shelves at the 
American Red Cross serve as a 
grim reminder that accidents 
happen regardless of the weath¬ 
er or holidays—but blood dona¬ 
tions don’t 

“Blood donations are down 
across the country, especially 
here,” said Andrea Ward, 
spokesperson for the 
Southeastern Michigan Blood 
Services region of the American 
Red Cross. “The demand is sim¬ 
ply outpacing the supply.” 

Although the American Red 
Cross has been able to meet most 
of the day-to-day requests of area 
hospitals so far, Ward said that 
they have few, if any, extra units 
on hand at the end of the day if 
hospitals experiences an unex¬ 
pectedly large demand for 
blood—which means the commu¬ 
nities served could be in trouble 
if serious accidents or unexpect¬ 
ed emergencies occur. 

The Red Cross tries to main¬ 
tain at least a three to five day 
supply of each blood type. Such a 
reserve supply in an 0- blood 
type would mean that at least 300 
units would be ready and waiting 
to be sent wherever they were 


To help alleviate the blood shortage, the American Red Cross of Southeastern Michigan has organized 
a number of mobile blood drives throughout the area. To donate blood, a person must be at least 17 
vears old, weigh at least 110 pounds, and be in general good health. It generally takes slightly less 
than an hour to donate, with the majority of that time is spent doing a confidential donor history.

gency. Considered the “universal 
donor’ blood type, O- blood is a 
hospital staple because everyone 
can accept it 

Supplies of O- blood, as well 
as B- and A- blood, can now be 
measured in hours rather than 
days—and the situation is expect¬ 
ed to become worse. The Red 
Cross needs to take in 900 units of 
blood each day to meet the basic 


needs of area hospitals, so when¬ 
ever they are forced to take a day 
off because of a holiday or major 
snowfall, the damage lasts for 
days, Ward said. In fact they are 
still trying to catch up on backo¬ 
rders of the most needed blood 
types, she said, because shortfall 
after Christmas meant that a few 
hospitals hadn’t received as 
much blood as they want to have 
on hand. 


“There really is no reserve,” 
she said. 

January, which is National 
Volunteer Blood Donor Month, is 
always a rough season for the 
Red Cross. Only about 5 percent 
of eligible donors actually volun¬ 
teer and in January, those num¬ 
bers go down even further as 
individuals go on vacation, 
become ill and ineligible, or sim¬ 
ply decide not to go out in the 


Plus, when colleges, high schools, 
and factories take time off, the 
Red Cross loses access to some of 
their strongest supporters. 

When a snowstorm recently 
shut down area schools, Ward 
said that five mobile blood drives 
had to be cancelled—drives that 
had been expected to provide 1/3 
of the Red Cross’ daily supply. 

Although the blood supply is 
currently fairly stable, she said 
that it takes very little to throw 
the system out of whack. For 
instance, she said that during bad 
weather when the number of 
traffic accidents go up, there is 
also an increase in blood use. 

“We can transport blood to 
where it is needed from other 
chapters, but only if it is there to 
be transported in the first place,” 
said Ward. She added that the 
closest chapter for them to bor¬ 
row from is located in Lansing— 
and they have few units to spare. 

“It takes 24-72 hours to 
process a unit of blood, and one 
to three days can be too long to 
wait in an emergency, ” she said.

A fire that ripped through the 
Canterbury Woods Apartment 
complex on Tobin Street near 
Beech Daly and Cherry Hill 
roads displaced about 60 people 
in the early morning hours of 
New Years Day. 

Inkster Fire Chief Mike Moore 
said the department received a 
call at about 7 p.m., and nearly 20 
minutes later, the building was a 
complete loss. 

“We had a situation where we 
had life safety issue; people were 
jumping out of the windows, and 
we had to take care of them first,” 
he said. In all, about six people 
were rescued by firefighters and 
police officers on the scene 

Though the fire completely 
engulfed one building, it was 
spreading to adjacent units, but 


firefighters were able to stop it 
“Our focus then shifted to saving 
the building that was left,” Moore 
said. “We poured water on it to 
minimize the damage, but those 
people who lived in there were 
displaced as well.” 

Moore said Inkster responded 
with four firefighters, and imme¬ 
diately called for mutual aid 
once firefighters assessed the 
size of the fire. Garden City, 
Dearborn Heights and Westland 
firefighters responded to help 
quell the blaze. 

Three residents were taken to 
the hospital and treated for a 
variety of injuries, including 
smoke inhalation. One man who 

\ 

sustained more serious injuries 
from jumping out of window was 
taken to University of Michigan 
Hospital in Ann Arbor for more 
extensive treatment The status 
of these patients is unclear. 


Canterbury Woods is one of 
the oldest apartment buildings in 
the city. It was constructed more 
than 30 years ago, and comprises 
about 461 units on three floors. 
The individual buildings do not 
have sprinkler systems that acti¬ 
vate once a fire is detected, but it 
was not part of the building code 
when the complex was built, 
Moore said. 

Jill Jackson, the vice president 
of Group Five Management Co., 
which own Canterbury Woods, 
said that there have been small 
apartment fires in the past, but 
never anything that caused this 
much property damage. She also 
said he company has done it’s 
best to make sure the residents 
were taken care of after they 
escaped the building 

“We didn’t want them to be in 
a bad situation, so I was there 
with the owner (of the complex) 


after it happened, and we bought 
coffee, donuts, everything to 
make sure they were OK,” she 
said. “We also immediately start¬ 
ed work on vacant apartments so 
they can move, and five families 
have moved so far.” 

Jackson said that all of the res¬ 
idents in the 12-unit building 
where the fire began lost every¬ 
thing they owned, and that other 
in the adjacent building that was 
saved incurred substantial loss¬ 
es. The complex does not require 
renter’s insurance so many peo¬ 
ple will have to start over. 

“Renter’s insurance is not 
required, but its something we 
highly recommend having,” she 
said. 

The Salvation Army and the 
Red Cross stepped in and provid¬ 
ed necessities such as food 
vouchers, clothing and toiletries 
to help the displaced residents 


get back on their feet. Jackson 
also said the residents are stay¬ 
ing at the Crowne Plaza in 
Romulus while arrangements 
are made for the families to 
move into units at Canterbury 
Place, or into another apartment 
community. 

An investigation into the fire 
is still ongoing and will likely 
take several weeks to conclude, 
Moore said, but foul play is not 
suspected at this stage. 

Group Five Management rep¬ 
resentatives said both buildings 
will be tom down and rebuilt, 
and that they plan to come before 
city officials to get the necessaiy 
approvals shortly. 

Jackson said she’s happy no 
life was lost in the blaze. 

“There were some bad 
injuries, but everyone walked 
away from this, which is the most 
important thing of all,” she said.

something we can do with grant 
dollars and TLFA dollars. I don’t 
think we could do this with gen¬ 
eral funds, though.” 

The idea of placing public art 
at the place where a great deal 
of business activity will take 
place is to lure potential compa¬ 
nies into an area that is aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing, especially since 
the city hasn’t faced the budget 
deficits other cities have 
endured, Lambert said. 

But the question of whether 
tax dollars can be used for pub¬ 
lic art is one that elicits several 
responses. 

“I ultimately think it depends 
on whom you talk to,” Lambert 
said. “I personally feel that TIFA 
funds were intended for projects 
like this that will improve the 
area. We’re just talking about 
this now - the financing could 
look different, and we don’t 
know if it will happen at all.” 


TIFA funds are tax dollars 
captured from a pre-determined 
district that are dedicated to pro¬ 
jects only in that area. The dol¬ 
lars are then used to revitalize 
the specific area. Michigan 
enacted a law about 10 years ago

that allowed municipalities to 
establish TIFA zones that are 
run by boards to manage the 
funds and steer projects much 
like a planning commissioa 
TLFA boards are not required 


to seek city council approval for 
many of their expenses. When 
questioned about the sculpture 
Tuesday, members of the 
Romulus City Council said they 
have not voted on such a plan, 
and that they are unfamiliar 
with the project 

“I don’t think anything like 
this has come before the council, 
but I’m going to ask about it,” 
said Councilman William 
Wadsworth. 

Councilman William Crova 
also said he knew nothing specif¬ 
ic about the plan. 

“I would feel uncomfortable 
commenting about this until I 
learn more,” he said. 

Lambert, who sits on the 
TLFA board, said public art has a 
place in the city, and that there’s 
rhyme and reason for the sculp¬ 
ture to sit on the Merriman Road 
site. 

“We’ve torn down a lot of 
abandoned structures, and it 
looks better over there than it 
has in a long time,” he said.

live here. And at this point were 
just holding out hope that proper¬ 
ty values won’t go down.” 

The underground portion of 
the plant is regulated by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
which granted all necessary 
approvals to EDS seven years ago, 
Marshall said. But MDEQ delays 
and lawsuits filed by the city 
delayed the opening of the facility 
The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, which regu¬ 
lates the underground portion of 
the plant granted approval for the 
wells in 1998, but a series of road¬ 
blocks - mainly litigation brought 
by the City of Romulus - delayed 
the opening. The MDEQ will be 
responsible for monitoring the 
site to make sure all state environ¬ 
mental standards are met 

Director of the MDEQ Steve 
Chester said in a statement that 
there was no legal way to stop the 
facility from operating, despite 
the opposition from area resi¬ 


dents. 

“Because of state and federal 
law and actions by previous 
administrations, the DEQ must 
issue an operating license,” he 
said. 

Councilman William Crova 
said many people in the commu¬ 
nity took the news that the facility 
will be able to operate hard. But 
he said whether or not the facility 
will hurt property values in the 
future remains to be seem 

“I can’t answer that, because 
we have so much going on,” he 
said. “We rallied against this as a 
community but I don’t think any¬ 
one really knows what the effect is 
going to be down the line.” 

Lambert said the fact that the 
MDEQ board once recommended 
the EDS application be denied 
hits even harder 

“It is a shame that the MDEQ 
did not follow the recommenda¬ 
tions of its own sitting review 
board which recommended 
against the issuance of the per¬ 
mit,” he said.

project 

“I remember we had been 
talking with the mayor, and talk¬ 
ing with some of the council peo¬ 
ple,” he said. “If we did not have 
their support at that time, we 
would not be here.” 

The city approved the possi¬ 
bility of looking into the facility 
by a vote of council members on 
Dec. 10, 1990. Councilmen 
Jimmie Raspberry, Noah 
Bergeron, Ellis Pennington and 
Fled Block voted for the project 
and the late Councilman Russ 
Lambert Wadsworth and Mayor 
Pro-Tern Randolph Gear voted 
against it But on Aug. 23, 1991, 
council members voted to 
rescind that approval. 

Both parties later went to 
court about the parcel of land on 
Warman Road to determine if 
the city contention that the land 
was improperly zoned was cor¬ 
rect and the ' L hat case. 


But when EDS found a parcel off 
Interstate 94 near Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport - and it 
was zoned properly - the city 
could do little to stop the project 
from moving forward. 

More lawsuits followed. 
MacAnally, Gear, Wadsworth, 
Lambert and then Department 
of Public Service Director David 
Paul were sued personally Both 
sides have spent several thou¬ 
sands - if not millions - in legal 
expenses since the conflict 
began. 

Still, Wadsworth said it’s diffi¬ 
cult to look back on the situation 
and say the city could have done 
something differently, and 
declines to blame MacAnally for 
engaging in talks with EDS. 

“It was her job to talk to any¬ 
body that wants to come into the 
city, and that’s what she had to 
do,” he said. “They were treated 
like any other business that 
wanted to come here, but we 
never actually gave them per¬ 
mission to do anything.”

2006: Solutions sought 

It is a subdued day at the time of this writing. It’s a Monday, the day 
after a New Year dawned with all the bleak regularity of any other 
winter’s day. 

The world is still sluggish today, but soon government offices will 
be back in action and our elected and appointed officials busy at plan¬ 
ning their agenda for 2006. 

There are plenty of weighty issues on the horizon and other subtle 
undercurrents that officials will have to deal with, as well. 

In Belleville, for instance, there’s the continuing flack over what to 
do with the combined dispatch network (CDN) as well as what prop¬ 
erties should and should not be within the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA). Both issues revolve around the shrinking revenue in 
the city general fund, so they should be resolved by the time the new 
city council gets around to planning its annual budget 

In Canton, there’s the lingering question of whether the more vet¬ 
eran members of the board of trustees can get along with one of their 
new members, Todd Caccamo. The outspoken newcomer hasn’t 
exactly gone out of his way to endear himself to his comrades, but 
hopefully a year of seasoning will help smooth out this relationship. 
Canton will continue to be a development mecca - with Ikea on the 
way and a Costco proposed, too - and the board needs to concentrate 
on more important matters. 

In Inkster, officials will grapple with a difficult budget exacerbated 
by declining revenues and a failed Headlee Override question last 
year Residents will soon see the drastic effects of the choices city offi¬ 
cials will have to make to ensure basic city services can continue. It’s 
not going to be a pretty year, by any means. 

Northville will face the sad task of replacing Gary Word, the long- 
serving city manager. Word was helpful, if not instrumental, in 
cementing the strong relationship currently enjoyed by the city, the 
township and the school district It’s an important, almost ideal, col¬ 
laboration that his successor would do well to follow up on. Officials 
in the township might be hard pressed to have voters renew their 
parkland acquisition and development millage, too, in the wake of a 
delayed Community Park Expansion project, and during a year when 
the school district is also asking for a new millage. 

In Plymouth, officials will face many of the same issues they looked 
at at the start of 2005. There’s continued discontent with the fire 
department contract that has spilled over into the dispatch depart¬ 
ment There’s the issue of the Sheldon Road Underpass, which may 
finally see some resolution - if not construction - soon. And there’s 
the ongoing construction of the new township hall and question of 
what should be done with the old land. 

The biggest question may be, though, how these two municipalities 
will work together to solve their cross-boundary problems. While city 
administrators were smart to investigate other options with their fire 
and dispatch departments, the most logical choice is for them to 
remain together, if the finances can be worked out Finances remain 
the key issue, too. The city simply doesn’t have any additional funding 
to work with. It’s our hope that the leaders in those two communities 
can work together to solve their differences for the betterment of the 
entire community. 

Romulus was dealt a serious blow recently when Environmental 
Disposal Systems, Inc (EDS) was finally granted a license to operate a 
toxic waste injection well in the community. It comes just at a time 
when serious development was coming to town - several residential 
projects, new retail projects and a proposed racetrack and casino. 
They’ll need to balance those two things and find a way to keep their 
development boom coming. 

The City of Wayne faces some of these challenges, too. In a built up 
community with little developable land, funding will continually be 
something to watch. City officials are justifiably nervous about the

Next year, like any other, will be the year of the 
people One of the many things I’ve learned since I 
started working in Plymouth is that the people 
make their voices heard—likes and dislikes. 

I think that will continue once the New Year 
begins, and the entire community will be better for 
it 
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Not so far apart 


The communities are within a 
10-mile radius of each other, but 
there are so many differences. 

Romulus is larger in area, but 
Inkster has more people. One 
thrives to some extent on the 
largess of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, the other lost it’s biggest 
taxpayer five years ago, and is 
still looking for the next big thing. 

Each community has its for¬ 
tunes pinned on housing devel¬ 
opment About 500 will be con¬ 
structed in Inkster and 1,000 in 
Romulus during the next three 
years or so. Both cities are 
entrenched in a housing boom at 
a time when it looks like the 
housing market could cool, 
though all involved are remain 
cautiously optimistic. 

Both Inkster and Romulus are 
enjoying a resurgence in a diffi¬ 
cult economic climate, but as I 
write this today - my third 
anniversary of my first day at this 
newspaper - Romulus seems to 
be in a better position to capital¬ 
ize on its current plans, and it’s 
not because of the impending 
racetrack or casino, or the air¬ 
port 

Romulus, it must be said, 
found a way to make diversity - 
and differences in opinion - work 
for them, and Inkster has not 

Romulus is a melting pot - this 
is reflected in the makeup of the 
city council and other govern¬ 


mental bodies. And it’s also 
reflected in the decision-making 
in the city, which helps a great 
deal in keeping everyone happy 
with the state of affairs in the city. 

Inkster is also a melting pot, 
though sometimes the people in 
elected office may not realize it 
More and more, white, Hispanic 
and Arab are calling home what 
is an African American majority. 
In terms of the citizenry, this is 
something that is welcome, as 
long as the people who move in 
are good neighbors. 

Some elected officials seem to 
be behind the times. I’ve sensed 
this often not because of their 
personal feelings. It’s more about 
politics. But it’s damaging just 
the same, and residents are 
beginning to notice 

A school crossing guard 
recently called to tell me she 
doesn’t understand why this 
newspaper is beat up at city 
council meetings, and that she 
doesn’t understand why the city 
isn’t putting the same effort into 
fixing problems. 

Meanwhile, one elected offi¬ 
cial asked me why I never write 
anything negative about a quiet, 
white department head who toils 
way under the radar for the city. 
It was as if he would have liked to 
see this sort of thing about a vet¬ 
eran city employee in print Is 
that really going to improve

Mulch 

Film explores cycle 
of violence, revenge 


Munich is allegedly “based on 
a true story” and, for the most 
part, sticks to the facts. 

Directed by Steven Spielberg, 
Munich tells the story of the 
Israeli response to the kidnap¬ 
ping and murder of 11 Israeli ath¬ 
letes at the 1972 Summer 
Olympics. 

The athletes were kidnapped 
on Sept 5,1972, from their apart¬ 
ment in the Olympic Village by 
five members of Yasser Arafat’s 
Palestinian Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion (PLO), a terrorist group that 
once got as much ink as A1 Queda 
does now. 

It goes without saying that the 
incident - in which the athletes 
and a coach were taken hostage, 
and then killed in a hail of gun¬ 
fire during a botched rescue 
attempt - shocked the world. 

But the focus of Munich is on 
the immediate operation that 
mobilized to avenge the lost ath¬ 
letes. The premise of the movie is 
that hate spurs more hate; that 


it’s an endless chain to which 
people keep adding links. 

Eric Bana (The Hulk, Troy) 
stars as Avner, the reluctant 
leader of a group of agents 
assembled by the Israeli govern¬ 
ment to kill the men responsible 
for the kidnappings. There are 11 
of those, too. 

The movie follows Avner 
through this process; along with 
his cohorts, played by Daniel 
Craig, Ciarin Hinds, and Geoffrey 
Rush. It also follows his ambiva¬ 
lence - he was hired to kill men 
he has never met - as the opera¬ 
tion plays out This - among other 
things - has drawn some criti¬ 
cism from some Jewish groups. 

The scenes are unnerving. 
Intermingled with scenes of the 
terrorists’ deaths are depictions 
of the kidnapping and the rescue 
attempt The effect is riveting - 
and it’s the first time many view¬ 
ers will get a visual representa¬ 
tion of what happened, because 
only a few people witnessed it 


Other than this film, there are a 
few grainy pictures of kidnap¬ 
pers in ski masks with semi-auto¬ 
matic weapons. We don’t even 
have competition footage from 
the 1972 Olympics of the athletes 
because official competition had 
not yet started at the time of the 
deaths. 

One of the criticisms of the 
picture is that it shows Avner 
questioning his part of the opera¬ 


tion. But it’s not too hard to 
believe he would have felt these 
emotions, given the circumstance 
and the weight of what he is 
asked to do. Another criticism is 
that it does not hold German 
authorities - who devised the res¬ 
cue operation - accountable for 
their actions. Most of the 11 ath¬ 
letes died as the terrorists, all of 
whom were shot to death, were 
transporting them. But if not for 


the PLO and their actions, the 
deaths would not have hap¬ 
pened, and no reasonable person 
can help but realize the cost of 
terrorism as they watch this film. 

Munich does treat the story 
with the sensitivity it requires. It 
also leaves the viewer wondering 
about the Middle East; it’s hard 
not to watch this and not think of 
the current tensions. 

Recommended.
